Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1962 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  EAST  GRINSTEAD 
URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Report  is  prepared  as  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No. 
1/63  dated  the  30th  January,  1963. 

* The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  14.81  as  compared  with  12.42  for  1961. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  12.44  as  compared  with  11.96  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  obtained  by  the  application  of  a 
‘comparability  factor’  making  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
district  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  8.23  compared  with  16.1  for  the  previous 
year  (there  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  in  1961). 

The  Birth  Rate  is  15.51  compared  with  15.9  in  1961. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  14.58  compared  with  18.00  for  England  and 
Wales. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  or  Measles. 

There  were  no  deaths  amongst  children  under  two  years  of  age  from 
Enteritis  and  none  from  maternal  causes. 

For  the  sixteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

Council  Housing 

The  following  information  is  given  by  the  Housing  Manager,  Mrs.  O.  Wren. 
Council  Properties 

Council  housing  in  East  Grinstead  consists  of  three  main  estates  with  560 
dwellings,  and  fifteen  smaller  groups  having  331  units  of  accommodation,  giving 
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a total  of  891  (670  houses  and  221  flats).  The  Council  also  has  5 shops  and  166 
garages. 

Fifty  six  of  the  properties  are  situated  in  the  Ashurst  Wood  area,  which  is 
surrounded  by  beautiful  country,  and  they  are  not  far  from  the  Ashdown 
Forest.  Two  large  estates  of  227  and  195  dwellings  lie  near  one  of  East  Grinstead’s 
proudest  assets,  the  renowned  Queen  Victoria  Hospital. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  Housing  Wait- 
ing List  increased  to  300.  The  reason  for  this  is  difficult  to  understand,  unless 
the  town’s  fast  increasing  population  is  affecting  the  demand  for  Council 
accommodation.  Usually  the  loss  of  applicants  who  leave  the  district  or  find 
their  own  accommodation  helps  to  offset  the  number  of  new  applications,  but 
even  allowing  for  the  annual  average  loss,  there  is  an  overall  increase  of  32 
applications. 

Accommodation  required  to  satisfy  the  need  of  all  the  applicants  is  as 
follows  ; — 

3/4  bedroomed  houses  32 

2 bedroomed  houses  or  flats  79 

1 bedroomed  houses  or  flats  55 

Bed/sitting  room  flats  65 

Not  assessed  for  accommodation  under  points  scheme  (registered 
less  than  12  months)  57 

Serving  in  H.M.  Forces  12 

Bi-annual  reviews  of  the  waiting  list  are  made  to  remove  the  “dead  wood” 
and  thus  maintain  a realistic  number  of  applicants. 

Transfers  and  exchanges  of  all  kinds  are  encouraged,  especially  where 
dwellings  are  under-occupied,  and  during  the  year  39  transfers  were  effected. 

Lettings  totalled  71  and,  of  these,  five  were  families  removed  from  unfit 
properties. 

Under  the  transfer  system  77  tenants  are  awaiting  transfer  to  larger  or 
smaller  accommodation  or  wish  to  move  for  a variety  of  reasons.  When  property 
becomes  available  for  letting,  as  many  transfers  as  possible  are  arranged  in  order 
to  use  the  property  to  the  best  advantage.  Transfers  from  outside  areas  are 
considered  on  their  merits  by  the  Housing  Committee 

Repairs  and  Decorations 

Repairs  and  maintenance,  including  interior  decorating,  are  all  undertaken 
by  the  Council’s  direct  labour  force,  working  from  a main  Depot.  External 
decorating  is  carried  out  by  outside  contract. 

During  the  year  1,224  orders  were  issued  for  repairs  to  Council  property, 
but  the  tenants  continue  to  be  responsible  for  certain  minor  items  of  repair. 
This  scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1954  and  has  worked  smoothly.  Where 
special  circumstances  arise  the  Council  gives  consideration  to  the  question  of 
responsibility. 

87  properties  have  been  entirely  redecorated  internally.  Schedules  for 
complete  decoration  are  prepared  in  the  housing  department  and  all  necessary 
repairs  are  included  in  the  schedule  to  bring  the  house  up  to  standard. 

197  houses  and  flats  and  72  garages  have  been  decorated  externally. 
Although  the  work  is  carried  out  by  contract,  the  appearance  of  the  estates  is 
now  greatly  enhanced  by  pastel  colour  schemes  which  I have  carefully  planned. 
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Experience  is  proving  that  any  action  taken  to  make  a Council  property  more 
‘individual’  tends  to  increase  interest  in  the  property  and  the  estate. 

To  obviate  the  ‘dumping’  of  old  cycles,  mattresses,  etc.  on  open  spaces  and 
private  lanes,  the  Council  has  instituted  a monthly  free  collection  of  excess 
household  rubbish.  However,  in  spite  of  circular  letters  to  tenants,  this  difficult 
problem  is  not  yet  solved. 

Another  difficult  problem  is  tracing  the  owners  of,  and  persuading  them  to 
remove,  the  obsolete  vehicles  which  have  been  parked  on  the  Council’s  hard- 
standings. 

Welfare 

Visits  carried  out  by  the  Housing  Department  staff  to  Council  tenants  in 
need  of  help  and  advice  totalled  628.  The  County  Co-ordinating  Committee 
meets  monthly  in  the  Council  Chamber  and,  during  the  year,  dealt  with  36 
problem  families  who  were  assisted  in  various  ways.  Many  of  these  cases  remain 
on  the  agenda  over  a long  period  as  family  casework  is  necessarily  a long-term 
project.  This  Committee  also  serves  a valuable  purpose  of  bringing  together 
Social  Workers  of  Statutory  and  Voluntary  Bodies  and  obviates  duplication  of 
visiting  by  the  appointment  of  a Co-ordinating  officer  who  deals  with  every 
aspect  of  a problem  and  contacts  other  specialist  officers  concerned  when 
necessary. 

Welfare  work  amongst  the  aged  is  increasing.  A register  has  now  been 
compiled  and  is  being  kept  up-to-date.  By  this  means  a visiting  rota  is  to  be  set 
up  by  the  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  of  which  I am  a member. 

This  year  the  Voluntary  Laundry  has  again  increased  its  services  to  the 
bedridden  and  infirm  elderly  and  four  sessions  are  now  ‘manned’  by  voluntary 
help.  Through  this  service  it  is  possible  to  provide  clothing  and  bed  linen  where 
the  need  is  found,  through  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service. 

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  has  instituted  valuable  help  to  a number  of 
the  Council’s  tenants  through  its  “Meals  on  Wheels”  service. 

Welfare  work  through  the  Housing  Department  is  restricted  to  that  laid 
down  in  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  in  the  publications  “Councils  and  Their  Houses”  and  the  1957 
Housing  Act,  Sections  94  and  95,  and  care  is  taken  to  avoid  overlapping  with 
other  Statutory  or  Voluntary  Bodies. 

During  the  year  the  Round  Table  Club  held  a “Donkey  Derby”  in  the 
beautiful  grounds  of  East  Court  and  sufficient  funds  were  raised  to  send  40 
elderly  people  to  the  sea  for  a holiday.  A large  proportion  of  these  were  Council 
tenants  whose  need  and  circumstances  were  known  to  me. 

At  Christmas  funds  were  raised  by  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Youth  Club  and 
others  and  417  homes  were  provided  with  extra  comforts  such  as  coal,  groceries, 
sweets  and  tobacco.  Many  of  the  Council’s  tenants  were  the  pleased  recipients  of 
the  Christmas  ‘surprises’. 


Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies 

In  December,  1962  the  Minister  of  Health  intimated  his  readiness  to  approve, 
under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1946,  the  making  of 
arrangements  with  Water  Undertakers  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water 
supplies  which  are  deficient  in  it  naturally.

The  Authority  under  the  Act  is  the  County  Council,  and  before  coming  to  a 
decision  on  this  important  Public  Health  measure,  East  Sussex  County  Council 
sought  the  advice  of  the  constituent  District  Councils. 

Some  diversity  of  opinion  resulted  and  so  far  no  action  has  been  taken. 

The  proposal  is  for  the  prevention  of  dental  decay  and  is  simple  enough. 
It  was  discovered  more  than  20  years  ago  that  many  water  supplies  contained 
fluoride  in  varying  amounts.  Dentists  found,  by  examining  the  teeth  of  people 
living  in  these  communities,  that  whenever  water  contains  about  one  part 
fluoride  to  every  million  parts  of  water,  the  children  who  drink  it  have  unusually 
pretty  teeth  and  two  thirds  fewer  cavities  than  children  deprived  of  fluoride. 

Adults  brought  up  on  such  a water  supply  also  have  better  teeth  than  people 
in  other  towns. 

Taking  the  hint  from  nature,  scientists  tried  the  effect  of  adjusting  the 
amount  of  fluoride  in  the  water  supplies  of  several  cities.  They  found  that 
fluoride  added  by  man  and  by  nature  produced  the  same  results.  Today,  hundreds 
of  towns  throughout  the  world  are  adding  fluoride.  These  towns  found  that 
fluoridation  is  safe,  simple  and  cheap.  It  cuts  dental  decay  by  65  per  cent. 

As  long  as  they  live  these  children  will  have  better  teeth  than  people  who 
have  grown  up  without  fluoride. 

Fluoridation  is  a natural  process.  Of  universal  distribution,  fluoride  is 
contained  in  practically  all  animal  and  vegetable  foods.  It  would  be  impossible 
to  devise  a diet  free  from  fluoride  ; but  protection  of  the  teeth  only  results  when 
it  is  present  in  sufficient  amount,  and  this  can  be  most  readily  assured  by  adding 
a small  amount  to  the  water  supply  when  it  is  required. 

In  East  Grinstead  the  various  sources  already  contain  fluoride  in  amounts 
between  .09  and  .59  parts  per  million,  and  only  an  adjustment  of  the  mixture 
would  be  required.  It  would  not  affect  the  taste  or  smell  of  the  water,  its  only 
effect  is  to  reduce  dental  decay. 

Parents  of  young  children  are  perhaps  a minority  group  ; but  they  should 
strive  to  obtain  the  full  benefit  of  this  measure  before  it  is  too  late  for  the  present 
generation  of  children. 

Improvement  Grants 

There  are  two  kinds  of  grant  available  for  improving  houses  built  before 
1945,  Discretionary  Grants  and  Standard  Grants.  Both  are  available  to  land- 
lords and  to  owner  occupiers. 

Under  the  Discretionary  Grant  up  to  half  the  estimated  cost  of  a wide 
range  of  improvements  may  be  paid,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council,  subject  to 
a maximum  grant  of  £400.  These  grants  are  available  also  for  the  conversion 
of  large  houses  into  flats. 

Under  the  Standard  Grant  house  owners  and  certain  leaseholders  can 
obtain,  as  a right,  half  the  cost,  up  to  a maximum  grant  of  £155,  of  providing 
five  basic  amenities — a bath  or  shower  in  a bathroom,  a wash-hand  basin,  a 
water  closet,  a hot  water  supply  and  a food  store. 

Since  the  inception  in  1954,  102  properties  have  been  improved  with  the 
aid  of  the  Discretionary  Grant.  With  the  Standard  Grant  32  have  been  im- 
proved since  1959. 

The  total  is  not  large  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
known  to  be  lacking  in  modern  amenities.  While  publicity  has  from  time  to 
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time  been  given  on  the  availability  of  grant  aid,  there  are  a number  of  possible 
reasons  for  the  slow  progress  of  the  scheme. 

It  is  necessary  for  a tenant  to  give  consent  to  the  work  of  improvement.  If 
the  house  is  let  on  a controlled  tenancy,  the  owner  may  increase  the  rent  entitled 
to  be  charged  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  by  an  annual  amount  equal  to  12  of 
his  share  of  the  cost  of  improvements.  The  prospect  of  an  increase  in  rent  is  not 
always  welcomed,  especially  by  older  people,  and  consent  is  withheld. 

After  improvement  or  conversion  the  house  must  be  in  a good  state  of 
repair  and  have  a probable  useful  life  of  at  least  30  years  in  the  case  of  the 
Discretionary  Grant,  or  of  1 5 years  for  the  Standard  Grant.  The  cost  of  repairs 
does  not  qualify  for  grant  aid,  and  in  some  cases  may  be  quite  high. 

New  owners,  already  burdened  by  the  purchase  price  or  loan  charges,  need 
time  to  consider  their  ability  to  finance  the  additional  cost  of  repair  and  im- 
provement. Some  confuse  improvements  with  repairs  and  are  disappointed  to 
discover  the  proportion  of  aid  available. 

The  increasing  number  of  enquiries  regarding  the  Standard  Grant  give 
reason  to  hope  for  greater  future  use  of  this  aid.  It  has  already  helped  both 
owners  and  owner  occupiers  to  improve  houses,  in  most  cases  up  to  the  higher 
Discretionary  Grant  standard. 

The  simpler  administrative  procedure  and  the  shortening  of  the  interval 
between  application  and  approval  of  grant  commends  itself  to  applicants  and 
achieves  good  results. 

Information  on  grants  made  during  the  year  is  given  elsewhere  in  the  report.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH, 
TETANUS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS 

According  to  statistics  recently  published  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  from 
figures  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  the  County  of  East 
Sussex  as  a whole  79%  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  were  immune  to 
Diphtheria  during  the  year  1962. 

308  had  completed  a full  course  of  Primary  Immunisation  in  the  East 
Grinstead  area,  whilst  539  had  received  a secondary  (re-inforcing)  injection, 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

The  number  of  children  who  had  completed  a primary  course  (normally 
three  injections)  of  pertussis  vaccine  (singly  or  in  combination)  in  the  East 
Grinstead  area  was  304. 

Poliomyelitis 

The  national  percentage  in  1961  for  the  0 — 19  year  age-group  was  82  and 
East  Sussex  (81%)  obtained  28th  place  (of  63  counties).  In  1962  the  national 
percentage  for  the  0 — 20  year  age-group  rose  to  83  and  East  Sussex  (82%) 
obtained  24th  place  amongst  the  Counties. 

Correspondence  with  the  Ministry  about  the  poliomyelitis  figures  shows 
that  East  Sussex  may  be  at  a disadvantage  because  of  the  larger  number  of 
independent  boarding  schools  in  the  County.  Ministry  figures  do  not  take  into 
account  particular  local  conditions  or  transfers  of  population.  The  County  are 
therefore  credited  with  extra  child  population  against  which  it  is  not  possible  to 
arrange  vaccinations  as  the  children  concerned  have  mostly  had  these  in  the 
areas  of  their  home  authorities.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  for  the  greater  part  of  East  Grinstead  is  supplied  by  the  Mid-Sussex 
Water  Company.  A few  houses  on  the  northern  boundary  at  Felbridge  are 
supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company. 

The  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  have  deep  wells  at  Hackenden  and  Forest 
Row,  and  an  additional  supply  is  obtained  from  the  reservoir  of  the  Weir  Wood 
Water  Board. 

The  raw  water  is  aerated,  subjected  to  sedimentation,  mechanical  filtration, 
automatic  superchlorination,  and  finally,  before  going  into  supply,  to  de- 
chlorination to  give  free  residual  of  0.1  p.p.m.  of  chlorine.  A consistently  safe 
and  palatable  water  supply  is  thus  assured. 

Samples  of  water  from  each  supply  are  regularly  submitted  to  the  Analytical 
Laboratory,  Haywards  Heath,  by  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination. 

The  reports  on  all  samples  submitted  during  the  year  have  indicated  that 
the  quality  of  the  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  of  a high  standard,  both 
chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  restrict  the  supply  at  any  time  throughout  the  year. 

Approximately  4766  dwelling  houses  have  a piped  water  supply.  It  is 
estimated  that  9 premises  are  supplied  by  piped  estate  supplies  and  private  wells.

The  Council  employ  one  full-time  Rodent  Officer  on  Pest  Destruction. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1962,  1,610  visits  were  made  under 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  and  of  these,  904  were  systematic 
surveys. 

The  Council  also  dealt  with  21  wasps’  nests  and  24  complaints  of  other 
pests,  including  cockroaches,  flies,  moles,  water  voles,  ants,  fleas  and  woodworm. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  at  Eden  Vale  and  Ashurstwood  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  the  refuse  tip,  housing  estates  and  other  Council  properties. 
A 10%  test  of  sewers  was  not  considered  necessary  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food  during  the  year  1962. 

A nominal  charge  for  rodent  and  pest  destruction  is  made  to  householders. 
Business  premises  are  charged  with  the  actual  cost  of  materials  and  labour. 
No  charge  is  made  for  subsequent  inspection  to  ensure  that  the  premises 
remain  free  from  rats  and  mice. 

The  Council  is  prepared  to  enter  into  an  annual  contract  to  maintain 
business  premises  free  from  vermin. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department. 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  Single  large  items  are  also  collected  on  the 
last  Friday  of  each  month  and  a written  request  should  be  made  to  the  Surveyor’s 
Department.  There  is  no  charge  made  for  this  service. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  at  the  request  of  the  trader  concerned  and  a charge 
of  Is.  3d.  per  bin  on  all  bins  in  excess  of  one  per  week  is  made.  A collection  is 
also  made  of  trade  waste  paper,  cardboard,  etc.,  again  by  request.  Sacks  are 
supplied  by  the  Council  to  the  trader  and  are  emptied  at  a charge  of  Is.  3d. 
each,  including  the  first  sack. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Eden  Vale.  Before  being  covered 
newly-tipped  refuse  is  treated  with  Malathion  insecticide  to  prevent  breeding 
of  flies. 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  tip  are  made  to  ascertain  possible  nuisance  by 
rodents  and  flies. 
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LABORATORY  SERVICES 


The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County 
Hospital,  Brighton  (Telephone  63506)  are  available  to  this  Department  and  to 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  for  the  investigation  of  infectious  disease. 

The  laboratory  is  in  a position  to  accept  specimens  (faeces,  sputa,  throat 
swabs  etc.),  both  for  the  diagnosis  of  individual  cases  and  for  the  investigation 
of  outbreaks  (detection  of  carriers,  reservoirs  of  infection,  mode  of  spread,  etc.). 
Specimens  should  reach  the  laboratory  by  4.30  p.m.  on  weekdays,  by  12.30  p.m. 
on  Saturdays,  and  by  11.30  a.m.  on  Sundays  and  public  holidays. 

Containers  may  be  obtained  from  the  laboratory  or  from  this  Department 
and  specimens  may  be  sent  to  the  laboratory  via  the  Southdown  Motor  Bus 
Company.  Collections  are  made  at  the  Brighton  terminus  at  2 p.m.  and  4 p.m. 
(Mondays — Fridays)  and  at  12.30  p.m.  on  Saturdays.  No  collections  are  made 
on  Sundays  and  public  holidays. 

Specimens  for  the  Bacteriologist  may  be  left  at  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment, East  Court,  East  Grinstead,  before  12.30  p.m.  and  will  be  placed  on  a 
’bus  in  time  to  reach  Brighton  for  the  4 p.m.  collection. 

The  laboratory  remains  open  until  1 1.30  a.m.  every  day  of  the  year  for  the 
receipt  of  urgent  specimens  (which  on  Sundays  and  public  holidays  must  be 
delivered  to  the  laboratory). 

Specimens  which  are  received  at  the  Brighton  terminus  after  the  last  daily 
collection  has  been  made  are  not  picked  up  until  the  following  day,  unless  prior 
notification  is  received  at  the  laboratory  that  an  urgent  specimen  is  on  its  way 
which  may  not  or  will  not  arrive  in  Brighton  in  time  for  the  normal  collection. 
In  cases  of  extreme  urgency  arising  after  laboratory  hours,  special  arrangements 
can  be  made  by  ’phoning  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  (Dr. 
J.  E.  Jameson,  Brighton  56960)  or  the  Chief  Technician  (Mr.  N.  W.  Emberley, 
Rottingdean  2070). 

The  following  prophylactics  are  held  at  the  laboratory  for  issue  free  of 
charge  to  Medical  Practitioners : 

Vaccine  lymph 
Gamma  globulin 

Supplies  of  the  latter  are  restricted,  and  it  is  available  only  by  consultation 
with  the  laboratory. 

Other  types  of  vaccine,  anti-toxins  and  serums  are  not  held,  but  information 
regarding  them  may  be  obtained  from  the  Director.

A day  and  night  service  is  available  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  from 
within  the  County  of  East  Sussex,  who  are  unfit  to  travel  either  by  public 
transport  or  by  car.  Calls  are  accepted  from  doctors,  midwives  and  hospitals 
in  the  area.  Cases  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency  are  the  only  calls  accepted 
from  members  of  the  public. 

The  ambulances  are  operated  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  by 
arrangement  with  the  East  Sussex  County  Council. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  to  isolation  hospital  in  the 
ambulances  which  are  then  disinfected  before  returning  to  normal  service. 

Patients  able  to  travel  by  car  are  conveyed  on  calls  from  doctors,  mid- 
wives or  hospitals,  by  Hospital  Car  Service.  Details  of  this  service  are  given 
below.
